The 
enemy occupied Molteno And Cypher- 
gate to-day, but the latter place is 
now reoccupied by the British.

New York, Jan. 4.—A Kimberly des- 
patch to the Herald, dated December

there are at least two hundred and 
fifty. There is a field hospital con- 
taining another hundred attached to 
the camp at Olifantszam. 

Belmont, Cape Colony, Wednesday, 
Jan. 3,—Col. Pilcher, it is officially 
announced, being only on a raiding 
expedition, and for military reasons 
being unable to occupy Douglas, pér- 
manently, has evacuated the town, 
bringing off all the loyalists. 


He bas now returned Safely tc close 
proximity to Belmont. 

When he announced the necessity of 
evacusting the place the inhabitunts 
of Douglas declared their lives were 
not worth five minutes’ purchase af- 
ter the troops left. , 

Col. Pilther therefore invited them 
to accompany him to Belmont. The 
preparations were speedily completed, 
but the vehicles of the town were to- 
tally inadequate to convey the refu- 
gees, so the troops gave up the trans- 
port waggons to the women and child- 
ren. > 

The Canadians acted as an escort 
to the refugees, aud carried babies for 
the women, and kept everybody lively 
by singing as they marched pluckily 
nlong in spite of sore feet occasioned 
by the heavy sand. The force receiv- 
ed Gen Luller’s congratulations on 
the success of the expedition with

need. The fighting in the hills is in-, 
cessant, 

The latest despatches say thai Gen. 
French has almost surrounded Coles- 
burg, and that the Boers are stiffly 
defending their positions close tc the 
town, preventing the British from 
capturing it. 

A despatch from Rousburg this 
morning says that a heavy artillery 
duel has commenced at daybreak. Fur- 
ther details of the fighting between 
Gen. Gatacre and the Boers at Cypher- 
gate to-day shows that three thou- 
sana Boers, with artillery, attacked a 
Eritish outpost between Cyphergate 
and Molteno. Gen. Gatacre, with 
mounted troops and field artillery, 
moved out in front of Sterksiroom 
and found the Boers strongly posted 
at Caperberg, whence they were dis- 
lodged. The Boers fled in the direc- 
tion of Stormberg. The Boers used 
the British guns captured Deo. 5th. 
They shot well, but the British kept 
under cover and there were no casual- 
ties on their side. 

Frere Camp, Jan. 4. — A vigorous 
shelling of the Boers’ trenches on the 
plain this morning forced the burgh- 
ers to shift their positions after their 
horses hud stampeded.

THE WAR SUMMARY. 


Major-General French maintains his posi- 
tion before Colesburg and has cut off 
the Boer line of retreat via che Nor- 
val’s Point bridge. 

The War Office contirmed yesterday the 
news that Ogi. Pilcher’s was not an 
isolated movement from Belmont, but 
was supported by a preconcerted re- 
connaissance by a mounted force from 
Modder River, under Col. Babington. 

Cols. Pilcher and Bavington are now in a 
position where thoy can combine forces 
and operate on Oronje's flink, west of 
Kimberley. This would be a man- 
oeuvre of great tactical importance for 
the relief of Kimberley. The Boers are 
creeping up stealthily upon Modder 
River and digging trenches close to the 
Guards. ‘The Boers are reported to 
have retired from their extreme posi- 
tion at Bpringfield.

A delicate white soup made from 
“Dal,” av Indian lentil, is finding 
much favor among housekeepers. Be- 
sides “being one of the best of soups, 
it has the great recommendation of 
needing po meat stock, and can be 
prepared in on hour, while almost all 
other soups take from two to three 
hours to cook. Dal is food ingots 
with the gold nutriment packed in a 
space to which there is no parallel. 
Tt is much too nutritious to be eaten 
unmixed with other foods. It is much 
esteemed in India both by Europeans 
and natives. 

Housekeepers will be interested in 

learning the recipe for making this 
soup from Dal, without meat, which 
is as follows ; 
» Ingredients,—1-2 pint Dal, 3 pints 
cold water, 3-4 teaspooutul essence of 
celery, or 2 blades celery, or 1 tea- 
spoonful of celery seed tied up in 
muslin, 3 sprigs parsley, 1 blade of 
mace, 1-2 dozen peppercorns, 1 onion, 
1 oz. flour, 1 oz. butter, 1-2 pint of 
milk, pepper and salt to taste, 4 table- 
Broan rule of cream (this may be omit- 
ted). ¥ 

Wash the Dal thoroughly in several 
waters then put it into a saucepan 
with the cold water, celery, parsley, 
mace, peppercorns and onion. Boil 
one hour. Then drain the liquid 
through a wire sieve into a basin, and 
with a wooden spoon rub through the 
save as much as possible of the Dal 
pulp. 

Then put into the empty saucepan 
the flour and butter and rub them to- 
gether over the fire with a wooden 
spoon till smooth. Then add the milk 
gradually, stirring one way till it 
boils and thickens. Next add the soup 
from the basin, a little at a time, sea- 
son with pepper and salt, and allow 
to boil up once. 

If cream be used it should be put in 
just before serving. The soup must 
on no account boil after the cream is 
added?

Duke of Connaught Will Probably 
be the Next Commander-in-Chief. 


{Assoclated Press Special). 


London, Jan. 6.—The winter of dis- 
content to which Great Britain has 
settled down has been somewhat mod- 
ified by the isolated successes which 
mo d- the past week, though the 
seizure of the Foreign shipping and 
unfounded rumors regarding Delogoa 
Bay threatened to bring out a crop of 
rumors of European interference. The 
doings of General French and Colonel 
Pilcher have been made the most of 








by the respondents and are rather 
magnified editorially by the British 
press, hut anything is acceptable in 
these days. 





Appointment of the Duke of 
Connaught to command British forces 
in Ireland has led to a lot of specula- 
tion as to whether he will succeed 
Lord Wolseley, whose term expires in 
November as commander-in-chief. 
Lord Roberts is his logical successor 
but until he was chosen to command 
in South Africa the general impres- 
sjon was that he would be too old ‘to 
be selected for the office when it be- 
came vacant. 

General Buller was a hot favorite, 
but his defeat near Colenso seems to 
have irrevocubly ruined his chance. 

It is more than probable that Gen. 
Roberts, if successful in South Africa, 
will fill the office of commander-in- 
chief for a short period and that he 
will then‘be succeeded by the Duke 
of Connaught whose popularity and 
military knowledge are strong enough 
to overcome the prejudice against a 
member of the Royal Family holding 
that office. The abuse of the War Of- 
fice and Lord Lansdowne, the Seere- 
tary of State for War, and Lord Wol- 
seley continues unabated in the press, 
and among the public. 

By the time parliament reassembles 
it promises {o have gathered such force 
that is more than likeiy that most 
stormy scenes will mark the debates 
while many people declare that un- 
less Lord “Lansdowne resigns or ex- 
culpates himself the Conservative par- 
ty will be seriously menaced; So far 
the criticism emanates chiefly from 
the patriotic Britisher whose’ pride ig 
hurt at the reverses and from those 
whose hearts strings have been touch- 
ed by death. But when the solid Bri- 
tish taxpayer comes to be drained to 
support the war then military officials | 
will begin to reach its true evolution. 
The Times, which with the rest of the 
British press has been under the im- 
ression that America was unanimous- 
y supporting Great Britain, to-day 
prints a Jatter from Toronto, saying 
he anti-English press in the United 
States is enjoying itself over the re- 
verses the empire is at present en-

Tad the Coundll’ of 
1899 been in accord with my views at 
un earlier period than the last meet- 
ing of the year, [ would have request- 
ed the authority to apply to the Court 
for an injunction to prevent further 
trespass. I have taken the precaution 
however, by writing communi- 
cations several times, and verbally on 
various occasions, to warn the mana- 
ger of the Company that they would 
be held liable for their illegal action 
and trespass. The arrogunce of this 
Company stands in unfavorable con- 
trast with the conduct of the Bell 

















Telephone Company. I found the lat- 
ter Company putting up poles on 
Bridge Street in December. They had 
no right under their agreement with 
the City to go on that street, and 
when I ordered them to stop they did 
so promptly and courteously. 

The question of the supply of clec- 
tricity in the City for lighting and 
driving machinery, suggests its ex- 
tension to other objects. I am of the 
opinion that the long desired connec- 
tion with the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way at Tweed will not be farnished 
by a steam road. I believe it can be 
secured by an electric road. In any 
scheme proposed for sup- 
plying light and power, we might re- 
quire that it shall also include the 
construction and the funning of an 
electric road from Belleville to Tweed. 
It should be understood that proposi- 
tions embracing the railway, which 
would be of infinite service to the 
trade of the City, would have the pre- 
ference, Now is our opportunity.”

Panter, that the 
sum of four pounds sterling be grant- 
ed to each of the Belleville volunteers 
on the Second Canadian Contingent, 
which was carried, amid applause, by 
a standing vote. 

Ald. Mckee gave notice that at the 
next meeting of the Council he would 
move that the office of Waterworks 
Monager and his assistant, and also 
the Street Surveyor, be declared va- 
cant, 

The Mayor pointed out that the 
Council bad no more power over the 
Waterworks department, but Ald. Mc- 
Fee thought as these men had been 
engaged by the Council they should be 
discharged by it, so that the Water- 
works Commissioners could hire whom 
they pleased; at all events it stands 
as a notice of motion.

KILLED A DUTCHMAN. 

London, Jan. 9.—It is announced in 
a special despatch from Amsterdam 
to-day that an uncredited rumor is 
current there that a British cruiser 
has fired upon the Duich craiser, 

Friestand, near Delagoa Bay, and 
that a Dutch officer was killed. 
ANXIOUSLY WAITING FOR NEWS. 
London, Jan. 9,—Futher news of 
General White’s victory is anxiously 
‘awaited, as it is generally realized to- 
day that there was liltle warrant for 
the exultation which, perhaps natur- 
ally, followed the announcement of his 
repulse of the Boers when the country 
Shad braced itself to hear the worst. 

The remarkable resolution in Boer 
tactics has been another complete 
surprise to the British who had not 
reckoned on the weakened garrison 
of Ladysmith being subjected to such 
a courageous assault, and it is realiz- 
ed that Gen. White’s troops cannot 
be expected to prolong to any great 
extent such an arduous defence. In 
some quarters it is considered unac- 
countable that Gen. Buller did not 
press his attempt to effect a passage 
of the Tugela River while the Boers 
Were engaged northward, and the 
comments on his failure to do so are 
not very complimentary. 

From the Boer headquarters it is 
reported that Gen. Buller is construct- 
ing « subsidary railroad from the 
Main to Colenso westwardly in the 
direction of Polgieters Drift. 

Advices fromthe Modder River say 
the Boers continue to extend their 
works, and it is estimated that 30,000 
are required to defend them.

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Highly Interesting Letter 
From a Former Belle~ 
ville Clergyman 


How .the Boys Looked When They 
Landed at Cape Town—Some Boer 
Misconceptions -A_ Parson Who 
Would Like to be a Hero if He Had 


Time. 

Extracts from a letter received by 
Lieut.-Col, Ponton from the Rey. I 
C. Powell, Cape Town, South Africa, 


formerly of St. Thomas’ ¢ hurch, Helle- 
ville: 
Mission House, 
Cape Town, Dec, 189%. 

My Dear Col. Ponton,—Before this 
reaches you I expect many wonderful 
things will have been done and sulf 
ered. Our troops are all closing up 
now—as Mulvaney would say,—“Like 
the sthicks of a lndy’s fan.” I am 
sending you about two dozen photo: cf 
some of the Belleville boys, which thoy 
ask you to be so kind as to distribute 
among their respective friends as 
named. 

The Canadians landed yesterday. 
The Belleville boys are all well and 
very happy. Hulme and McNair were 
promoted on the voyage to be corpor- 
als. They all knew me and fell upon 
my neck und (in the famous Tichborn- 
ian phrase) “would you be surprised 
to learn” that they were glad to 
me. Not one of them, however, has 
the least talent for explaining any- 
thing historically »nd when one talks 
to them, one swims and flutters in 
the mistiest, wild, unintelligible de- 
luge of things—of how So and So is 
married, and how somebody else 
equally young is going to be, how 
So and So is in Quebec, how So and 
So wanted to go to South Africa and 
couldn’t, and how So and So is a great 
musician, how the officers are bricks 
and how Belleville is going to have a 
rival to the Eiffel Tower or Birming- 
ham with its tall chimneys. 

To-day, had they stayed, I was to 
have taken them to see the town und 
the Archbishop, and Mr. Rhodes’ licn: 
and many other things, but they left 
this morning amid the wildest en- 
thusiasm of Cape Town folk and re- 
fugees, I cannot help regretting that 
they did mot see something of the 
town. ‘Tis a pity to travel even for 
the purpose of fighting and not at the 
same time see something of the 
places of the world and the people who 
move them. Perhaps when they re- 
turn it will be different. 

You would like the Dutch Home- 
steads about here. They suggest to 
an enquiring mind an elderly gentle- 
man now getting a little stout, who 
after a wild youth is beginning to ap- 
preciate the blessings of repose and 
comfort, and is content to sit peace- 
ably by the fire and think upon the 
days that are gone. Here and there 
you find avenues as fine as ever you 
heard of, paths, straight and winding 
with high hedges or walks. Hoiten- 
tots, not beautiful but innocent and 
obliging, living in white-washed cot- 
tages, 
ters and so cluster near the mansion 
Lydia, a good old Christian woman in 
our mission, keeps this day, Dec. 1, 
as high festival, it being the anniver- 
sary of the British proclamation that 
abolished slavery. The old lady still 
bears on her back the marks of the 
slave whippings she got in her youth 
under the Dutch regime.

The Dutch are a curious and hard- 
to-understand people. A week or two 
ago I travelled with a young and ed- 
ucated Boer who had just been vis- 
iling his friends who are prisoners on 
H.M.S. Penelope. He says they are 
all very happy and very glad to be 
cafe in prison, but says that they 
none of them thought the war would 
have been a long one. ‘They hoped 
to be able to take all Natal, and Kim- 
berley, speedily, and then make their 
own terms with Britain and secure 
complete independence. They also 
expected the Dutch in the colony to 
rise en masse. He was most pleasing 
and companionable and he felt sure 
that racial bitterness would .soon die 
out under British rule, Then when 
I reached Swellendam, a village 19 
miles from Cape Town (within this 
colony), the birthplace of President 
Steyn and Secretary Reitz, of the 
Transvaal, who should come to church 
with horses and chariots, but all the 
Steyn ladies! Here we bave a man 
who deliberately declares war with 
us, who first (ukes the precaution to 
send his wife and family into British 
territory for safe keeping ! 





fo return to our heroes; it was 


very pleasing to see their clean, hon- 
est, friendly faces again. I wish I 
were going with them. I also would 
like to be a hero, I have often 


thought of becoming one, if I could 
do it and attend to my other business, 
The boys were all burnt a deep brown 
and were, when I found them, very 
hungry indeed. We sent them up 
plenty of fruit with sandwiches and 
appropriate liquids, which made them 
all apparently as cheerful as tom-tits 
on a pump-bandle 

My work is largely among the Tui

Under the above head lines there 
appears in the Edinburgh “Weekly 
Scotsman,” of Decsmber 30, an article 
by Mr. Jumes Johnson, at present on 
a visit to this city, in which the wril- 
er says:

‘The Rey. G. R. Turk, on Sunday 

last, in a sermon delivered in the Car- 

leton street Methodist church, Toron- 

to, took exception to the declaration 

of the Rey. Dr. Carman, Superinten- 
‘dent of the Methodist chuch in Can- 
ada that,; 

“The loss of so many British sub- 
jects in South Africa is God's chas- 
_ tisement of the nation because of 

the sins produced by the rum traf- 
fic, opium trade, Sabbath desecra- 
___ tion, social abominations and polit- 
ical corruption, of which there is 
enough in this land to make every 


nostril squirm, So long as there is 


sin in the land God will punish the 
- > people, with the Boers or without 
_ them, and Inniskillingers or High- 
landers count as nothing when led 
into God’s ambush.” 

Mr. Turk said, of course, he occu- 
pied a comparatively humble position 
and was only responsible for his 
own opinion, but that he thought 
there was a time when it was the 
duty of apublic man to speak out 
against the sins of the nation, as at 
the time of the Queen's jubilee,when 
Rudyard Kipling wrote his “Reces- 
sional” as a warning against’ nation- 
al arrogance and pride. Difference of 
opinion might exist, and might — be 
expressed as to the propriety of en- 
tering upon a war, but once the na- 
tion's rulers had decided that war was 
the only course then all active op- 
position should cease. He did not 
consider the losses in the war a judg- 
ment; they were the result of meet- 
ing a foe terribly prepared, and were 
one of the inevitable evils of war; 
but he believed that the blood being 
poured out on the rocks and sands 
of South Africa was going to cement 
the empire. The remarks quoted were 
particularly unfortunate when we had 
just sent the flower of our land to the 
front. Even if these remarks had 
been true they were at least most 
reckless and untimely. There was no 
doubt that national evils existed but 
he did not believe the statement ‘that 
God was punishing the British Em- 
pire with the loss of these lives. Great 
Britain might have been guilty in 
eet past. A great many people 

ought she was guilty when she did 
not interfere on behalf of the 
Armenians, but certainly now, accord- 
» ing to those who knew best—and here 

he quoted the missionaries on the field

“Following the pallbearers came the 
women and children and near rela- 
tives. The family group crouched near 
the pyre. The chief of the medicine 
men offered first words of praise and 
thanks to Mat-o-we-lla for making the 
elements favorable to an easy passage 
and then a supplitation to Mas-zam-ho 
to receive the spirit of the departed 
chieftain with due honors at White 
Mountain. 

“Phen the dead body was placed on 
the pyre, the fire was lighted, the crac- 
kling flames swept fiercely up about 
the corpse, and the spirit was on its 
way to its eternal home on White 
Mountain. Friends and relatives chant- 
ed songs of lamentation and moaned 
piteously while the flames devoured 
the body. At short Intervals the four 


‘pallbearers cast upon the flames per- 


sonal property of the deceased in the 
expectation of its going up in smoke 
with him to White Mountain, thereby 
angling to his comfort. 

“The mourners nlso contributed some 
of their choicest personal belongings, 
so that in his new and eternal home 
the absent one might haye about him 
remembrances of their affection. To 
the women of the immediate family 
was granted the privilege of contribut- 
Ing portions of their hair to the flames. 
After the incineration was complete 
Mohave etiquette forbade the friends 
and relatives to eat salt or wash them- 
selyes for four days. 

“It is a belief firmly fixed In the Mo- 
have mind that all Mobaves who die 
and are not cremated turn into owls. 
When an ow! is heard hooting at night 
near their village, they think It Is the 
Spirit of some dead Mohave returned. 
If by chance an owl falls Into their 
hands, the bird is properly cremated, 
In the belief that the wandering spirit 
of its Mohave occupant will thereby be 
quieted and thus enabled to approach 
Mas-zam-ho, confident that its petition 
to be allowed to enter the promised 
land and thereafter rest In peace 


among the other good Indians of White 


Mountain cannot be refused. 

“Until very recently the Mohaves 
held yearly a mourning festival. It 
was the annual burning of personal 
property In honor of the departed mem- 
bers of the tribe. At the hour deemed 
most propitious by the medicine men 
to both Mat-o-\e-lla and to Mas-zam- 
ho the Mohayes assembled in an open 
spot near their village, a high knoll 
usually being selected. The pyre had 


been prepared as though for the crema- . 


tion of the dead. When. the fire was 
hottest, each member of Mie tribe con- 
tributed to the flames some bit of per- 
sonal property Held In choice esteem. 
“As the thick smoke floated sky- 
ward the mourning Indians were con- 
soled for the loss of objects of personal 
adornment, apparel or of hunting Im- 
plements by their firm belief that the 
curling smoke rings were wafted

LOOK LIKE TRAMPS. 
: DeAar, Dec. 6. 

Dear Mother and Father,—I write 
you a few limes to let you know that 
I am still well and hearty. I have 
not been sick a day yet. We are in 
camp in a régular desert, sand blow- 
ing about all the time,. We are about 
500 miles from Cape Town, up coun- 
try. We got in Cape Town last Wed- 
nesday. We got here on Sunday 
morging aboyt 2 o'clock. Everybody is 
anxious to gét out to the front as 
soon as possible. The Canucks got 
the credit for being the best body of 
men in physique that went through 
Cape Town.’ We are having drill 
three times a day now. The people 
of Cape Town treated us fine. When 
we were going off on the train they 
gave us everything we wanted, and 
you couldn't hear anything but “God 
bless you, boys,” I suppose you are 
having it pretty cold now, but we 
are not, you bet. Phew! but it is 
hot. We were not allowed to bring 
our kits with us from the Cape, so 
we have no razors, and if you could 
only see us fellows now with beards 
of all colors and patterns. We are 
the funniest looking lot of tourists 
you ever saw. I tell you we'd create 
a sensation if we were to walk up 
Front st. now. The country here is 
full of Kaffirs and Hottentots, as 
black as Old Nick, and the children 
haven't got enough clothing on them 
to thread a needle with. People here 
think we will go home in April. Iwill 
try and get some things to bring home 
when I come back. The people in 
this country say the Canucks are the 
jolliest crowd they ever saw in a Bat- 
talion. Good-bye. Jove to all. Don't 
fret.—Your loving son AS.L.

Orange River, Dee. 8. 

Dear Father and Mother, I have bata 
fow moments to write but know how 
anxious you are at home to heer from me, 
and how we all are, Well, Mother, we 
are at the front now, and have sixty pri- 
soners, and the enemy is all around us.

Diary of the War, Noy. 2iat 


“We left Orange River on Tuesday 


morning at 3.30 and marched to 


1 place called Fencham’s Farm. We 
wot there at 9 a.m., after five and a 
half hours’ hard marching. No hard 


roads to march on but across country 
or veldt, with soft red sand, boulders 


and undergrowth. We then went on 





to o well and started on the water 
supply. The Boers were only a few 
miles a » and we could hear our 





scouts exchanging shots all day and 
night. 
cattle,

and we had a nice mutton 











feast. The armoured train followed 
up with supplies of fresh meat and 
bread, also the search light from Or- 
ange River. 22nd — Started from 
Fencham’s Farm at 12, for the next 
camp, and when we got best part 


of the way there, the Boers started 
firing on us for a while, but we were 
out of range of their guns, Being the 
advance party we halted for the 
main body tocome up. The artillery 
got into action and relieved them for 
the time being. Thursday, 23. 
—Came off relief at 4, went to break- 


fast and was out at 5 after the Boers 
to Kaffir Kop. 


The Boers started 
firing very wildly at the clouds. of 
dust we made, but no one was hit. 
The doctor of our company offered his 
aid, to the wounded and picked me 
for his orderly, so off we went to the 
scene of action. he fight was in full 
swing and our artillery were driving 
them from the hills, which, by the 
way, they thought were impossible for 
the whole British Army to take, let 
alone a party. Then the Guards made 
a splendid charge, took the position 
which was a grand one, but lost a 
lot of men. The doctor and I then 
went up to attend to the wounded, 
and the awful sight that mot me 
was heart-rending. Poor fel!ows shot 
through the head, body, legs — in 
fact everywhere, and the groans were 


enough to strike the heart of the 
greatest villain living. ‘he place 
was taken after a few hours hard 


fighting, and the Boer loss was very 
great indeed. We attended to one 
Boer who was shot through from side 
to side; he was dying. He told me 
his name was C. Smith; he had a wife 
and a child four months old. He kept 
asking us to take him to his farm, 
but we dressed him up and left him 
for the ambulance and went after 
more, We got to the place where the 
charge was made and saw eleven men 
in a row fairly shot through with 
bullets. Their faces were awful to 
look at bespattered with dust and 
blood. TI almost fainted away but I 
took adrink of water and came 
round, but I could hardly keep the 
tears from my eyes as I looked at 
them and thought of their friends. 
(We were the last to leave the field; 
the Company went with the others, 
ut we two stopped till everyone was 
attended to, and then went in camp. 
The remainder of the day we spent 
in burying the dead, another shock- 
ing sight. Saturday.—Another great 
fight, more or less an artillery duel: 
After a time the Naval Brigade stop- 
ped their guns, our artillery shell- 
ing from the hills, putting the Boers 
to flight. The Lancers charged, but 
their horses were done up.; There is 
a farmhouse here full of wounded 
Boers, and their dead lay on the 
mountains in all directions. Sunday. 
—We expect to march to Modder Riv- 
er to-morrow (Monday), fifteen miles 
and then expect another great fight,

' INTERESTING FACTS. 

The struggle in South Africa, so 
far, has not resulted in anything like 
such a sacrifice of life as occurred at 
the principal battles of this century. 
It is not regarded as probable that 
the proportion of killed and wounded 
in any decisive battle fo the present 
war will show an equal mortality to 
the battles of past times It may be 
taken as a rule that the number of 
killed and wounded bears some pro- 
portion to the distance which obtains 
between the combatants. The hand 
to hand mode of fighting in earlier 
days was terribly destructive of life, 
when both were fairly matched in 
numbers and courage. When two 
forces approach each other as near 
as they were when the leader on one 
side politely gave his opponents the 
chance to fire first, the wholesale duel 
is likely to have a terribly high mor- 
tality if the shooting is at all skilful 

The battle of Omdurman was an il- 
' lustration of this, as the enemy was 
Swept like corn by a scythe. { 

At the battle of Hastings, or what 
Prof. Freeman calls the battle of 
Senlac, there was a crash of shiver- 
ing lances being beaten to pieces with 
bills and maces, and of men’s heads 
split in twain by axes, Battles, in- 
deed, at times presented scenes like 
Kilkenny cat affair, that ate each 
other up.

A Good Regulation. 
The town council at Peterboro has 
By-law regulating the 


Ist of July next. The clause in the 
By-law is as follows: 


On and after the first day of July, 


1901, no person shall on any street in 
the town’ of Peterborough use for the 
conveyance 


of articles of burden, 


goods, wares or merchandise any ve- 


hicle the tires or wheels of which are 


less than four inches in width and 
the weight of which vehicle with its 
load exceeds 2,000 pounds, or any ve- 
hicle the tire or wheels of which are 
less than three inches in width and 
the weight of which vehicle with its 
load exceeds 1,000 pounds. 

Any person guilty of violating the 
By-law and convicted is liable to a 
fine of not less than $5 and not to 
exceed $50.

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SHOOTING STARS.

Thousands of Them Flash Through 
Space Every Twenty-four Hours, 


Shooting stars are only little masses of 
matter—bits of rock or metal or cloudlets 
of dust and gas—which are flying unre- 
sisted through space just as plauets and 
comets do, in paths which, within the 
limits of our solar system, are controlled 
by the attraction of the sun. They move 
with a speed of several miles a second, 
far exceeding that of any military pro- 
jectile, but are too small to be seen by us 
except when they enter our atmosphere, 
and, becoming Intensely heated by the re- 
sistance they encounter, light up and 
burn for a moment; for, to use Lord Kel- 
vin's expression, a body rushing through 
the air at such an enormous yelocity is 
during its flight virtually “immersed in a 
blowpipe flame” haying a temperature 
comparable with that of an electric arc. 
As a rule, they are completely consumed 
in the upper air, so that nothing reaches 
the surface of the earth except perhaps 
a little ash, settling slowly as an imper- 
ceptible “smoke.” Occasionally, bow- 
ever, some masa larger than usual sur- 
vives In part the flery ordeal, and Its frag- 
ments fall to the ground as specimens of 
the material of “other worlds than ours,” 

The total number of these flying peb- 
bles In interplanetary space must be 
enormous, though estimates differ rather 
widely. An ordinary observer under or- 
dinary circumstances will average about 
eight an honr in a clear, moonless sky. 
Schmidt of Athens, however, in the cloar 
Grecian air, nearly doubles the number 
and reckons about 15 to the hour for a 
single observer, It ls found also that 
one person {s able to note about one-sixth 
of all that are visible at his station by a 
party of observers sufficiently large to 
watch the entire heavens minutely, If, 
therefore, we accept the estimate of 
Schmidt, it appears that about 2,200 
must ordinarily come within the range 
of vision at any given station every 24 
hours, though of course those that fall 
in the daytime cannot be seen.—Profess- 
or C, A. Young in Lippincott’s,

Niagara Falls, Ont., Jan, 17.—The 
work of drilling the test holes on the

AUSTRALIANS OVERPOWERED 

Rensberg, Cape.Colony, Jan. 17. — 
A patrol composed of sixteen men of 
the New South Wales Lancers and 
South Australians were ambushed 
yesterday by the Boers and overwhel- 
med after a severe fight. Two of the 
detachment escaped and have arriv- 
ed in camp. This morning a patrol 
yigited the scene of the fight and 
found five dead Australians sind. one 
Wounded man; numbers of dead Boer 
horses were found dead, showing that 
the Australians made a gallant fight 
before surrendering. It appears that 
when the Australians encountered the 
first body of Boers and found their 
retreat cut off they galloped for a 
nearby kopje, hoping to beat off the 
Boers, but on arriving they found an- 
other force of burghers concealed 
there. : 

NOT BELIEVED IN LONDON, 
London, Jan. 18.—The rumors from 
Cape Town that Ladysmith is already 
relieved are apparently ahead of the 
facts. In any case Lord Roberts, 
whose reports was despatched this 


dates preclude the possibility that the 
troops mentioned in his despatch have 
so soon reached the beleaguered town.

There is some doubt as to whether the 
Sproen Kop aoccupied by Gen, War- 
ren is identical with Spienkop. If so 
the British are within a few miles of 
Action Homes, the scene of the 
earlier conflicts between Gen White's 
forces and the invading Free Staters, 
whence there is a good road direct to 
Ladysmith. While General Warren's 
force was crossing the Tugela River 
the Boers occupied a thickly wooded 
plantation a mile north of the riv- 
er and sent several volleys into the 
advance guards. 

THE BOERS RETIRED. 

The British replied and the artfl- 
lery opened on a neighboring kopje. 
As the British pushed across the riy- 
er the Boers found their position un- 
comfortable ‘and retired to the hills. 
Immediately after the Pontoon bridge 
was completed the entire British force 
It is thought probable that 
a combined’ forward movement has 
since developed. In the meanwhile 
the nayal guns on Swartz Kop had 
been persistently shelling the Boer 
entrenchments facing the kopje oc-

John Pearson Meets With Terrible 
Injuries at Murray Hill This 


Morning. 
An acéident occurred about eleven 
o'clock this morning on the line of 
the Grand Trunk Railway at Mur- 


ray Hill, which resulted fatally. At 
that point a large number of men are 


at work cutting down the grade and 


laying a double track. Amongst the 
employees was a man named John 
Pearson, and he proved to be the 


victim. 

From what could be learned as to 
how the gecident occurred, it appears 
that Pearson was getting out of the 
way of the steam shovel, used in re- 
moving the earth. In steeping from 
one track to another he did not no- 
tice an approaching train and was 
knocked down and run over. The in- 
juries he sustained consisted of the 
right leg jbeing crushed at the hip 
and a severe wound upon the head. 

As soon as possible after the ac- 
cident a physician was summoned 
from the town of Trenton, who ren- 
dered every assistance possible to the 
unfortunate man. He was subse- 
quently brpught to the city and con- 
veyed in the ambulance to the hos- 
pital, wherb two local physicians were 
in attendance upon him. His injur- 
ies were of a most serious ure and 
at the time of writing it v imposs- 
ible to tell)what the result would be. 

Pearson is a resident of Trenton,be- 
ing a man upwards of 40 years of 
age and married. 

Later.—The unfortunate man died 
at 2 o’clock~ this afternoon.

A CIVIL WAR INCIDENT. 


The Dramatic Part Centrifugal At- 
traction Played In a Chase, 


“As every schoolboy knows, the tend- 
ency of a body moving in a circle is to 
fly away from the center, by the opera: 
tion of centrifugal attraction,” remarks 
a well known officer, “The consequence 
is that a train of cars, going around a 
curye at a good gait, will bo certain to 
hug the outside rail, and if it happens to 
jump the track one would naturally ln- 
fer that It would be on the side where 
the pressure {sg greatest. An Incident, 
based on this principle, played a star 
role in what was possibly the most dra- 
matic passage of the entire civil war. I 
refer to the pursuit of Andrews’ raiders 
when they made their desperate dash 
through north Georgia to destroy railroad 
communication with Chattanooga. The 
raiders stole a freight train at Marietta, 
Qa., and started north at top speed. 
They were pursued almost immediately 
by a detachment of Confederates on a 
locomotive, and then ensued the most 
thrilling ronning fight on record. 

“Time and again Andrews and his men 
attempted to obstruct the track behind 
them, but they were so, hard pressed that 
they were obliged to take to thelr train 
before they could do the work. At last 
they made a spurt that gave them a few 
moments’ breathing space and tore & 
short section of rail out of a curve, Their 
pursuers were coming on full tilt, and it 
seemed absolutely certain that they 
would be ditched when they reached 
that point; but, incredible as it may ap- 
pear, they passed straight over the gap 
and held thelr way as if nothing bad hap: 
pened. The explanation of the seeming 
miracle was simply that the raiders, in 
the excitement of the moment, bad taken 
the rail from the Inside of the outside of 
the curve, and when the locomotive 
swung around it was golng so fast that 
all its welght was practically on the 
sound fron.

FINE WHITE SHIRTS, 


High Prices Paid by Some Mes For 
This Item of Apparel. 

A man can buy a good, weli mae, well 
fitting white shirt for $1; he cun buy 
other white shirts for less than that, and 
then he can get shirts made to order at 
any price he wishes to pay up to $10 
each. He can find establishments where 
the lowest priced white shirt kept in 
stock sells at $3.50 and where the lowest 
priced shirt made to order ix sold at $4, 
or $48 a dozen. A shirt of this sort 
would have a body of the best domestic 
cotton and a plain linen bosom. It would 
be simply a fine, handsome, well mude 
shirt, and probably more than 50 per cent 
of the shirts sold here would be of that 
price and description, the other 40 per 
cent or so being shirts finer still At 
$5.50, for example, or at $6 with the col- 
lar attached, could be had a shirt with a 
body of French muslin and a bosom of 
pique of very fine quality. The patterns 
of the pique are likely to be rather simple 
tian otherwise in design, and the shirts 
re made sometimes with the lines of 
pique running vertically in the bosom and 
sometimes with the lines horizontal. Sub- 
dued in effect as the pattern is, the pique 
bosomed shirt might nevertheless seem 
to some men rather fanciful, but there 
can be no doubt that many of the fine 
shirts of*this character are thoroughly 
artistic productions. A shirt of this kind, 
as it comes from the hands of the expert 
froner, with the delicate pique pattern 
showing faintly in absolutely faultless 
lines upon a bosom se ironed that it has 
a stight convexity of outline and the per- 
fect uniformity of a shield, Is certainly 
an object that is agrerable to the eye. 

Pique bosomed shirts are worn chiefly 
by young men. Of all the higher priced 
dress shirt, such as are here referred to, 
taken together, perhaps 25 per cent would 
be made with pique bosoms, 75 per cent 
being made with plain linen bosoms. 

A shirt that sells at $9, or $108 a dozen, 
is made with a body of figured linen 
batiste, with an extra fine linen bosom; 
the collar and cuffs are attached. All the 
materials of which this whirt is made are 
fine and sheer and beautiful and very 
light. A completed Shirt of this sort, un- 
laundered, weighs less than four ounces, 

All fine dress shirts such as are here 
mentioned are invariably made with cuffs 
attached, but not always with collar at- 
tached, and It was not necessary that 
they should be, and yet {t was said that 
if the wenrer desired to attain the acme 
of perfection in his apparel and to be 
able to withstand any scrutiny he had 
| his sbirts made with collar as well as 
cuffs attached. 

Men that wear shirts of these sorts buy 
four or five dozen of them a year or per 
haps morse. They don't wear them after 
signs of wear appear, and the shirts go 
often to the lawndry, which helps to 
wear them out. It is a common thing for 
men ordering such shirts to order, say, 
two dozen at a time, having one dozen 
perhaps sent to their country house and 
one dozen to their city house, and the 
purchasers of goods of this kind are not 
confined to customers from this city and 
neighborhood; they are to be found in all 
parts of the Jand.—New York Sun.

ASSAY OFFICE NOTES. 


Report for December--the Laboratory 
Has Secured More Room and Will 
Increase [ acilities for Test- 
ing Ores. 


The statement of laboratory work 
done at the Ontario Government Assay 
office, which is conducted by the Bur- 
eau of Mines as an aid to prospectors 
and owners of mineral lauds in devel- 
oping their properties, shows a total 
receipt of 114 samples of ore received 
for examination during the month of 
December. 

The samples sent in for assay aggre- 
gated 76, consisting of 35 for gold, 
20 for gold and silver, 16 copper, 3 
nickel, 1 lead and 1 mangnoest. The 
samples for analysis ~ msisted of 6 
iron ores for partial sr complete an- 
alysis as to smelting quality, 1 peat 
sample for*proxiraale anilysis, 1 ar- 
senic and | graphite. 

The assays and analytical determin- 
ations aggregated 105 on which fees 
amounting to $120.10 were collected, 
being about one haif customary rates. 
The Bureau of Mines required 7 de- 
terminations from the laboratory. 

Twenty-nine samples for identifica- 
tion or report as to probable commer- 
cial yale on which nominal fees 
amounting to $12.60 were collected. 

The office has been given the use 
of two extra rooms on the second floor 
of No. 24 Victoria Avenue free of 
rent till May Ist next by the owners 
of the building. 

Improvements are being made 
in the laboratory, which wiil allow 
better facilities for testing all kinds 
of ores and commercial minerals. 

The eighth report of the Bureau of 

Mines, part 2, is issued and copies will 
e sent to interested parties on appli- 
on. 
This report is of special interest to 
owners of mincral lands in North Has- 
tings where corundum is known to 
exist as it contains a detailed account 
of the results of tbe milling and the 
concentrating of the crude ore at the 
School of Mines, Kingston, together 
with the reports on the value of the 
manufactured produce — corundum 
wheels — from the trade. 

The trade reports are especially en- 
couraging with regard to the abrasive 
qualities of the manufactured product. 

As a result of the experiments con- 
ducted by the Bureau of Mines to 
prove the commercial value of the de- 
posits most of which are on Govern- 
ment londs, the Canada Corundum Co. 
of Toronto, are preparing to erect a 
crushing and concentrating mill on 
the York branch of the Madawaskna 
River to be run by water-power from 
adjacent falls,

Belmont, Dec. 13. 

Dear Mother and Father,—Well, we 
got some Intelligencers to-day, dated 
October 30th, 3lst and Noy. Ist, and 
I tell you they went good. They were 
sent to Glencoe Hulme; he is a cor- 
poral in the Royals. Our bread is 
pretty heavy. A piece the size of your 
two fists would weigh two pounds. If 
we get close enough to the Boers to 
hit "em with a chunk of it I think 
they will surrender. It is pretty hard 
on some of the boys. Well, there is 
another battle raging; it is going on 
yet up at Spitfontein. The Boers are 
entrenched on top of the hill, and they 
have got rows of barbed wire fully 
eight feet high, and when the men 


charged they could not stand it, so 
they retreated, but they are) shelling 
them now.

There was a battle hore just sixteen 
days before we came. The stution 
here is just riddled with bullets, I 
hope you are all Well.

JOHN RUSKIN IS DEAD, 


The Greatest Art Critic of His Time 
Passes Awny ut the Age 
of 81 Yours. 
London, Jan. 26. — John Ruskin 
died on Saturday afternoon of influ- 
enza, aged, 81 years. “fF 














John Ruskin was born in London 
on Feb, 8, 1819, and Was thé son of 
John James Ruskin; wine merchant, 
He was educated privately, and then 
graduated at Christ Church, Oxford, 
Where he secured the Newdigatg prize 
in 1839. He was Bede Lecturer at 
Cambridge in® 1867, Slade Professor 
of Fine Art, Oxford, 1870-79, 1882- 
84; Hon. D. ©, L., Oxford, 1898 ; 
Hon. Member of the Royal Society 
of Painters in Water Colors, 1873; 
also Fellow of the Geographical So- 
ciety, Zoological Society and of any 
number of foreign academies. He 
Was the author of Modern Painters, 
1843-60; Seven Lamps of Architec- 
ture, 1849; Stones of Venice, 1851+ 
53; Lectures on Architecture and 
Painting, 1854; Harbors of England, 
1856; Elements of Drawing, 1857; 
Political Economy of Art, 1857 ;\

1860; Munera Pulverla, 1862-63 ;

Washington, Jan, 22. — Tho sta- 
tistican of the Department of Agricul- 
ture has made public his final esti- 
mates of the acreage, production and 
value of the crops of 1899, The val- 
ues are based on the average farm 
prices on Dec. 1, in accordance with 
the practice of the Department, 

The wheat acreage was 44,592,561, 
the production 547,308,846 bushels, 
and the valuo $319,545,259, the av- 
crage yield per acre being 12.8 bush- 
cls, and the average farm price per 
bushel on Dec. 1, 58.4 cents. 

The corn acreage was 82,108,887 
the production 2,078,148,933 bush- 
els, and the value $629,210,110, the 
average yield per acre being 25,3 
bushels, and the avorare farm price 
per bushel on Dec. 1, 90,3 cents, 

The acreage in oats was 26,841,- 
880, the production 796,177,718 bu- 
shels, and the value $198,167,975, 
tho average yicld por acre being 80,2 
bushels, and tho average farm price 
per bushel on Dec, 1, 24,9 cents. 

The barley crop is estimated at 
78,318,583 bushels, the rye crop at 
23,961,741 bushels, the buckwheat 
crop at 11,094,478 bushels, the po- 
tato crop at 228,788,232, bushels, 
and the hay crop at 56,653,756.

Boer Camp, Upper Tugela River, Jan 
19.—The three British positions are 
the old Chievely Camp, nearest Colen- 
so, the central position at Swartz kop 
drift, where they hold both banks of 
the river, anda point higher up in the 
direction of Zeunakle’s where they 
have bridged the river and estab- 
lished an immense commissariat on the 
summit of the terraces, At Swartz 
kop they have placed five naval guns 
and have brought the field artillery 
across the river to a small kopjé on 
the northern bank, whence they keep 
up an incessant ond terrific cannonade 
on the Boer trenches.

On motion, the Council went mito 
committee of the whole on reports,Ald. 
Panter in the chair, 

The Executive and Public Works 
committees’ reports were passed, with- 
out any discussion. 


The recommendation of the Fire and 
Light Committee that counsel from 
Toronto be employed to ascertain 
whether the Trenton Electric Com- 
pany had forfeited their franchise, 
caused a lengthy discussion. 

Ald. McFee moved an amendment 
that a committee of the Council meet 
Mr. Pearson and see if an amicable ar- 
rangement could not be made in refer- 
ence to supplying light. 

Ald. McFee said his object in mak- 
ing the motion was, that he did not 
wish to see any money spent in a law 
suit, If we entered into a law suit, 
he thought the city would be defeated. 
Even if we did succeed what would we 
gain. The. citizens want cheap light, 
and the opportunity to get cheaper 
light was within our grasp, and we 
should endeavor to obtain il. He be- 
lieved that an amicable arrangement 
could be made with Mr.Pearson on be- 
half of the Trenton Electric Light Co. 
We should not force law on our citi- 
zens, who do not desire it. If we can 
make arrangements with Mr. Pearson 
without law, we should endeavor to do 
80, and save money. If we get advice 
from Toronto, and it upholds the City 
Solicitor, ‘a law’ suit’ would probably 
follow, which would mean a large ex- 
penditure. He had never met Mr, 
Pearson, and there were other mem- 
bers of the Council who had never 
met him, and he thouglit a conference 
with him should be secured, which 
might prove satisfactory He hoped 
his amendment would prevail. 

Ald. Chown said there were six new 
members of the Council, and they had 
not met Mr. Pearson or heard his pro- 
position. He was adverse to a law 
suit, and would support Ald. Mc/’ee's 
amendment. 

Ald. Panter said the Council of 
1899 had done all in their power to 
make satisfactory arrangements with 
Mr. Pearson in the matter of lighting 
but could not do so, as Mr. Pearson 
desired a perpetual franchise, which 
the council would pot grant 














Ald. Harris said he supported the 
Committee's resolution, not for the 
purpose of entering into a law suit, 
but to have the matter settled, and 
seo who is right.

An accident did occur and two lives 
were sacrificed. An account of the 
affair is given below: 

A head-on collision, which cost the 
lives of Wm. Hutton and Henry Meek, 
occurred on the G.T.R. line about two 
miles east of Port Union shortly be- 
fore nine o'clock last night. At an 
early hour this morning the bodies of 
the victims had not been recovered 
though two wrecking trains from To- 
ronto and Belleville had been working 
at the spot for hours. 

A light freight engine, in charge of 
Driver Wm. Hutton and Fireman H. 
Meek, left Whitby, bound for Port 
Union. The driver’s instructions were 
to water and then returo to take a 
string of Gars out of Whitby. Hutton 
started out, and thinking,of course, 
that the line would be kept clear, put 
on steam and went flying along the 
line at a high rate of speed.

Gen. Warren’s 
















































~ Wondering Now 
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WARREN HAS SUCCEEDED. 
London, Jan. 25.—The War Office 
has issued the following despatch from 
Spearman's Camp, dated Jan. 25, 
a.m. 

“Gen. Warren's troops last night oc- 
cupied Spion Kop, surprising the small 
garrison, who fled. It bas been held 
by us all day, though we were heavily 
attacked,especially by avery annoy- 
ing shell fire. 

“IT fear our casualties are consider- 
able, and I have to report with re- 
gret that Gen. Woodgate was dang- 
erously wounded. 

“Gen. Warren is of the opinion that 
he bas rendered the enemy’s position 
untenable. The men are in splendid 
condition, 

CAN WARREN. HOLD IT? 

London,Jan. 25, 2.20 p.m.—The jubi- 
lation over Gen. Warren’s achievement 
in capturing Spion Kop Wednesday 
night is chastened by the realization 
that his success is only provisional, 
as it appears clear from Gen. Buler's 
despatch that the Boers fully recog- 
nize the slategical impontance of 
Spion Kop and that at the time his 
message was sent officially had not 
abandoned the idea of recapturing the 
position. 

Nevertheless, a heavy load of anx- 
jety has been removed from the na- 
tion and there is general expectation 
that as the British succeeded in keep- 
ing the hill all day long, they will 
manage to retain it until Gen. War- 
ren plants guns enough on it to do- 
minate the Boer trenches right and 
left. 

HARD WORK AHEAD YET. 

There is the usual disposition here 
to exaggerate the importance of the 
point scored, but the best informed 
people realize that Gen. Buller still 
has a task dhead of him calling for 
the most dooged persistance and un- 
tiring attack, and that the difficulties 
will increase as the position developes 
The relief of the tension on the Stock 
Exchange was very marked. Business 
began more cheerful all round and 
with an upward movement under the 
influence of the news at the War Of- 
fice and at the clubs and other re- 
sorts there was a notable change 
from the gloomy fears of yesterday. 
The appearance of the news placards 
on the streets sent crowds of people to 
the War Office, and the lobbies. were 
soon filled to suffocation. ThoseVhear 
the notice board read out the news 
at frequent intervals for the benefit 
of late arrivals who were unable to 
approach, and each successive reading 
led to a renewal of cheering. 

THE SAD SIDE OF VICTORY. 

In the ladies’ lobby there were signs 
of the sad side of victory. A question 
often asked was “when will the casu- 
alties be received?” 

PROBABLY ON TUESDAY NIGHT 

Though Gen. Buller's despatch is 
dated to-day, and speaks of Spion 
Kop being captured last night it ap- 
parently means Tuesday night. 

QUALIFYING THE NEWS. 

As according to Gen. Buller’s des- 
patch the “small garrison was sur- 
prised,” ~his~ subsequent statement, 
“our losses were considerable,” indi- 
cates that the British suffered great- 
ly from the shell fire from the Boer 
positions, 

CRITICS NOT SATISFIED. 

The statement that there was only 
a small garrison at Spion Kop came 
somewhat a8 a surprise, as it had been 
imagined that the Boers were there 
in great force, and it is taken in some 
quarters to indicate that the Boers 
were not so surprised at the assault 
as it -appeared, but had previously 
drawn off their main body und left 
a small force to withstand the British 
advance. It is evident, in spite of the 
fact that the British hold Potgeiter's 
Drift and the hills that the

The Queen—The National Anthem 
sung by the Company. 

Senate and House of Commons—This 
toast was appropriately responded to 
uckenzie Bowell and Mr. H. 
Corby, M. P. The former speaker, in 
his opening remarks, gave some remin- 
iscences of the early history of the 
old Hastings Rifles, and the enthusi- 
agtic manner in which its members re- 
sponded to the call of duty in the 
troublesome days of 1836-37 and 1866. 
As the men of that day were ready 
to do actiye service so were the young 
men of to-day, Members of the 49th 
and 15th Battalion were to-day in 
South Africe to assist the mother land 
which tended to bring Canada into a 
closer relationship with Great Britain. 
In referring to the Senate, Sir Mac-

She 
must. retain her supremacy in the 
future as in the past, and should an- 
~nex that whole country to her terri- 
tory. 

Mr... Corby, M.P. was the next 
speaker. He said that although he 
was not a membor of the 49th Batt. 
his father and uncle were members 
in the stirring times of 1836-7. He 
was proud of the two Uattalions in 
this oity, the 15th and 49th. Ile was 
pleased to see present Col, Harrison, 
who although not a resident now of 
the city, had the city’s interest at 


‘hoart., In’ referring to militia mat- 


ters the speaker said that both poli- 
tical parties had no€ taken the in- 
terest in militia matters of the past 
that -they should have done. They 
should have at the head of our militia 
of Canada Canndians. We have in th’ 
country men versed in militia mat- 
ters who could be leaders, He was 
in favor of paying all the expenses of 
the Canadian contingents which had 
gone to do battle in Afrioa.

Spion Kop is a precipitous moun- 
tuin, overtopping the whole Iine 
kopjes along the Upper Tugela 
the eastern side the mountain 
Mount Alice and Potgileter’s Drift, 
slanding at right angles to the Boer 
contral position and Lyttleton’s ad- 
vanced position, The soutbern point 
descends jn abrupt steps to the lower 
line of kopjes on the western side, 
opposite the right outposts of War- 
ven's forge; it is inaccessibly — steep 
until the point where the nek joins 
the point to the main range Then 
there is a gentle slope, which allows 
easy access to the summit 

The nek was strongly held by. the 
Boers, Who also occupied a heavy 
spur parallel with the kop where the 
enemy Was concealed in no. fewer 
than 835 rifle pits, and was thus on- 
abled to bring to bear upon our men 
a damaging crossfire, the only pos- 
sible point for a British attack be 
ing the south side, with .virtually 
sheer precipices on the ITeft «and 
right, 

“A narrow footpath, udmitting 
men in single file only to the summit, 
opens into a perfectly flat tableland, 
probably of 800 square yards area, 
upon Which the Boers had hastily 
commenced to make a transverse 
trench Our men were able to oc 
cupy the further end of this table- 
land, where the ridge descends to an- 
other flat, which was’ again succecd- 
ed by & round stony eminence held by 
the Boors in jreat strength. 

DuMond eorteek Mell. 

“The ridge held by our men was 
faced by a number of strong jopjes at 
all angles, Whence the Boers sent a 
concentrated fire from their rifles, 
supported by a Maxim-Nordenfeldu 
and «a big long-range gun. What 
With the ritles and the machine uns, 
the summit was converted into a per- 
fect hell. The shells exploded con- 
tinually in our ranks, and the rifle 
fire, Irom an absolutely unseen enemy 
Was perfoctly uppaling. 

“Reinforcements were hurried up by 
Gen. Warren, but they had to cross

Colonial Secretary, which might have 
been brought, Mr. Balfour declared, 
at any time since 1895, In general 
defense of the Colonial Secretary and 
the Government's policy, Mr. Balfour 
said that at. one time the Govern- 
ment believed the war would be 
avoided, but had subsejuently become 
convinced that the Boer Governnient 
never from the first intended to give 
those franchise concessions, the with- 
holding of which meant war. 

He denied that Gen. Buller had ex- 
pressed the opinion that the forces 
Sent out were inadequate. On the 
contrary, Gen, Buller held the com- 
mon military opinion that the forces 
sent were quite sufficient. If the 
Government had asked Parliament 
last August, he continued, to author- 
ize the despatch of a large army it 
Would have been not only oxtremely 
bad diplomacy, but it would proba- 
bly have been impossible to persuade 
Parliament of its necessity. 

Replying to the direct question put 
by Sir Henry Campbell.Bannerman, 
“Did Gen, Buller go to Natal purely 
in the exercise of his military dis- 
cretion?'’ Mr, Balfour answered in 
the affirmative, He then proceeded 
to rebuke the Opposition’ for criticis- 
ing the War’ Office, declaring that it 
was solely due to the efforts of the 
Government during the last three 
Years that the army and armaments 
Were greatly improved. 

“Thet Opposition,”’ said Mr. Bal- 
four, “‘are apparently ready to take 
upon their own shoulders the Govy- 
ernment of the country and the con- 
duct of the war, I wish them well 
through the task. The Government 
has not disguised from itself thd 
magnitude of the task and if Parlia- 








ment should think it advisable to 
change the Government at the pres- 
ent juncture IT can only say that I 
would support any succeeding Gov- 
ernment in the steps necessary to 
prosecute the war to the conclusion 
we all desire. But the Government 
will endeavor to discharge the great 
responsibility so long as it retains 
the confidence of Parliament.”

‘The Earl of Shaftsbury (Conserva- 
tive)’ emphasized the debe of grati- 
tude which Great Britain owed to 
her colonies and expressed satisfac- 
tion at the settlement of the Samoan 
question, 

The Liberal Leader, 

The Liberal leader in the House of 
Lords, the Earl of Kimberley, fol- 
lowed. He said he was glad to 
learn that Great Britain's relations 
With other states were friendly. He 
added that he belfeved the term could 
be justly applied to the relations 
With European Governments and the 
United States, and deprecated undue 
attention to the attacks in the for- 
eign press. His Lordship congratu- 
lated Lord Salisbury on the conclu- 
sion of the agreement with Germany, 
but strongly disapproved of the 
Lone of Mr. Chamberlain's  specches. 
In that connection, however, he paid 
© Warm tribute to the conduct of the 
soldiers in the field and to the loyal- 
ty of the Bri@ish colonies. 

The Earl of Kimberley, continuing, 
said that, although the moment was 
one of deepest gravity, he would en- 
lirely abstain from criticising the 
conduct of the generals. It was the 
duty of the Government to select men 
to conduct these operations, and it 
was their duty to support the Goy- 
ernment, It was therefore unwise to 
criticise the generals in these opera- 
tions. He did not mean to imply 
that the generals were not doing 
their utmost to fulfil their arduous 
duties, but the Government would be 
wise if it made every effort to pre- 
pare thoroughly for What might oc- 
cur in the future. 

Continuing, Lord Kimberley said. 
“We might meet a period of disaster, 
and, although our relations with the 





other powers are friendly, it would 


be well to consider the possibilities 
of the future, and it would be well 
if the Government prepared for all 
eventuolities and all dangers, and 
he ready for the means to surmount 
them. The Government does not 
seem to have been aware of the scale 
of preparations of the South African 
Republics. \ 

Lord Kimberley also urged that the 
Government ought to have been 
aware of the importation of arms 
into the ‘Transvaal, and ought to 
have informed the Transvaal that un- 
less it desisted it must result in 
Great Britain sending a large force 
to South Africa. He could not be 
lieve the Government was so ignor- 
ant of the preparations of the Trans- 
kanal, and they could not divest them- 
selves of the responsibility.

Lord Sallebury's Beply. 


Lord Salisbury, in reply to the 
Earl of Kimberley, asserted thdt 
there was nothing in the stipulations 
of the conventions to limit and hin- 
der the importation af arms and am- 
munition into the Transvaal through 
Lorenzo Marquez. Continuing, the 
Premicr said: ‘‘We must Join togeth- 
er and oxercise all our powers in ex- 
tricating ourselves from a situation 
full of humiliation and not free from 
danger. I will not say Fhe danger 
may not have easily been exaggerat- 
ed. Many a country has commenced 
a War With difficulties of the kind 
we aro experiencing. 

“We have only to look at what the 
Northern States of America went 
through at the beginning of the civil 
war to see how easy it would be to 
draw na imistaken inference from the 
reverses we have met at the outset. 
We have every ground to think that 
if we set ourselves heartily to work} 
and exert all the undoubted instru- 
ments of the powor we possess, Wwe 
shall bring the War to a satisfactory 
conclusion, We have work which 
appeals to us as subjects of the 
Queen, and it must throw in the 
shade all thoughts of party exped- 
jency."" 

Lord Salisbury then said he regret- 
ted that Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice 
in the House of Commons Was about 
to bring this great {isuue Into party 
controversy, adding that the only 
place where his action would meet 
with sympathy was Pretoria, ‘Our 
effort,’’ the Premier continued, ‘must 
be to retrieve ourselves from tho pre- 
sent situation, which cannot be al- 
lowed to last, This Empire is a val- 
uable and splendid, but responsible, 
posacssion We must concentrate our 
offorts If we do not tame all the 
smallor possessions into one groat 
duty we run the danger of convul- 
sions, which will tarnish the Em- 
pire’s lustre and perhaps menace its 
integrity 

Continuing, the Premier said: ‘Why 
were we to know about the importa- 
tion of arms? 1 belioved guns were 
introduced into the Transvaal in 
boilers, and munitions of war in 
piano cases, We had a small secret 
service fund If you want much in- 
formation you must give much 
monoy Consider the enormous 
amounts spent by other Governments, 
especially the ‘Transyanl, which, I 
have heard on high diplomatic au 
thority, spent £800,000 in a single 
year, and the small sums spent by 
England, making it linpoasible for 
us to have the omniacence attributed 
to us by Lord Kimberley, I am glad 
he has not pressed an immediate in- 
auiry into the action of tho military 
authorities at a time When our gor 
erals in the fleld and manv of those 
who could give most valuable infor 
mation are unable to appear, We
